
Bylaw passes despite outspoken opposition

PELHAM - Despite the cold chUl 
in the air, about 40 residents stood 
outside of town hall Monday in oppo¬ 
sition to an environmentai protec¬ 
tion bylaw, formerly known as a site 
alteration bylaw. 

It’s a bylaw which has been a con¬ 
tentious issue in Peiham for a few 
years now and it was up for ratification 
during Monday’s councii meeting. 

Among the protesters was Larry 
Stogryn, whose berm activities had 
stirred the question of whether or not 
a bylaw was needed initially.

Council heard several del¬ 
egations speak on the matter 
inciuding Gregory Suk of 
South Peiham Nursery, 
who said he understood 
the importance of protect¬ 
ing lani but was concerned 
about the proposed bylaw 
because it could mean stud¬ 
ies would have to be done 
and permits or inspections 
would be needed for him to 
carry out his businesses. 

The bylaw could have 
potential costs for a project 
that would be “too expen¬ 
sive," he said. 

Louis Damn, of Floral 
Dimensions Flower Farm in 
Pelham, said the bylaw dupli¬ 
cates existing regulations, 
including regidadons set out 
by the Ontario Ministry of the 
Environment. He was con¬ 
cerned “the town is treading 
into some territory they do 
not understand.” 

Damn said he was worried 
that bylaw inspectors would 
be allowed to enter a farm 
vrithout prior notification. 

“It’s a clever new title but 
it's the same old problem,” 
Damn said about die bylaw's 
new name.

“The bylaw does duplicate 
provincial legislation in a 
broad context, it means that 
people are not allowed to 
pollute,” he said. 

“However, this bylaw is 
specific to certain activities 
not covered under provincial 
legislation,” he added. 


The Canadian 
Transpiant Association, 
a registered charitabie 
organization that pro¬ 
motes organ and tissue 
donation, sees a national 
registry as “a piece of the 
puzzle,” Allen said. 


Although some prov¬ 
inces have their own reg¬ 
istries, not all provinces 
have one and there is no 
national database which 
connects provinces and 
territories across Canada 
— often people are left 
waiting even if organs are 
available for donation in 
other parts of the country, 
he said. 

Allen said organ dona¬ 
tion can be a difficult 
subject because the 
people giving their organs 
may have died. What he 
intends with his bill is 
to see the country share 
organ information. Allen 
gave the example of an 
organ such as a heart or 
a kidney that becomes 


ince and there aren’t any 
matching recipients — 
that organ could save the 
life of someone else in 
another province. 

“The thing we need to 
do is to match the two 
groups in a way that 
respects the donor and 
the recipient.” 

At times, donors aren’t 
able to fulfill their wish 
of giving their organs 
once they die because 
there isn’t a recipient that 
matches. Allen said the 
national registry would 
help make many organ 
donors’ wishes come true. 

A national registry 
would reduce provincial 
health care costs because 
the registry would make

he said. 

According to the 
Canadian Organ 
Replacement Register, 
of 4,000 Canadians wait¬ 
ing for an organ or tissue 
transplant, 1,500 of those 
people live in Ontario 

As Canada’s population 
continues to age, Allen 
said the demand for organ 
and tissne donations is 
expected to increase.

Location for Riehl Skatepark decided 


O n Thursday, Feb. 21, five Staff and I 
lead 23 members of the commurrity 
through a creative problem solving 
process, the Simplexity Thirrking System 
to determine the preferred location for the 
Riehl Skatepark. 

The worldng group included Borrita and 
Ted Riehl; Mariah Bunz; youth and adrrlt 
skate boarders; a local Aviva Instrrance 
Broker; and representatives from the 
Mayor’s Youth Advisory Council; Niagara 
Regional Police; Pelham Youth Soccer Club; 
Pelham Minor Baseball; Pelham Slopitch; 
Bandshell Comrtrlttee; Pelham Tenrris 
Association; and local Service Clubs. 

After discussing facts about the 
skatepark, the working group using maps 
and post-it notes to suggest 15 potential 
locations; Harold Black Park - Soccer Field; 
Arena Park - Multi Purpose Court; Harold 
Black Park - near Storm Water Detention 
Pond; Arena Park - south of driveway, east 
of arena; Centermial Park - ball diamond 
#3; Marlene Stewart Streit Park - asphalt 
pad behind pool btrilding; town ovmed 
lands in East Fonthill Peace Park - Adjacent 
to Professional Arts Btrilding; Glytm A 
School - near soccer field/Steve Bauer

Trail; Marlene Stewart Streit Park - near

With these potential locations in itrlnd, 
each of three small-groups brainstormed 
and then short-listed the best criteria to 
evaluate the locations. The group resrrlts 
were combined, and further “converged” 
by everyone into seven criteria; Safe 
access - getting to and from the park, EMS 
and police access, near majority of town 
popirlation; available public washrooms 
and other infrastracture; Isaac would have 
approved and it will increase civic pride; 
minimal impact on others (park users and 
neighbours); highly visible (for police,”eyes 


on park") and able to be lighted; enough 
physical space -trrinimtrm 110’ x 110’ and 
potential for expansion;Favourable terrain/ 
topography; 

Each small group used the seven criteria 
to evaluate the 15 locations. 

The result? Consensus on one location - 
the soccer field at Harold Black Park. 

What wUl happen to those that 
currently use this improperly-sized soccer 
field? While the lights will stay for the 
skatepark, staff and Pelham Soccer have 
recorrrmended that the town advance the 
platmed 2014 construction of a new soccer 
field and parking lot as envisioned in the 
Centerrrrial Park master plan. This can be 
paid for by delaying the construction of a 
“Central Park Building” and lighting Ball 
Diamond #2. 

Thanks to aU who participated in and 
facilitated the special workshop; you proved 
the Ghanaian proverb true: “One head does 
not contain aU the wisdom."

Region health department expanding its role 


R eviewers of the Niagara region’s 
website, www.niagraregion.ca, 
may aheady be familiar with the Niagara 
Infodine program. 

It is the Public Health Department’s 
orrline disclosure system for food prerrrises 
inspections. All Public Health irrfractions 
and orders against a facility will be retained 
on the site for a period of six months from 
the date of the order. All inspections of the 
site will be retained for a period of one year. 

Staff are currently developing a mobUe 
application which wUl expand the ability 
to access this information from anywhere 
on smartphones, tablets and computers. 
This method of providing the public with 
information has been appreciated over 
the last few years and is seen to be more 
current and manageable compared to 
notice postings on the windows or doors of 
the prerrrises. 

Building on the success of the Niagara 
Infodine program, the Public Health 
Department has been approved by 
the Public Health and Social Services 
Corrrmittee and Regional CouncU to

expand its public corrrmrmication role 
to the broad range of personal services 
settings. These include, but are not limited 
to, tattoo shops, body piercing shops, nail 
salons, hairdressing shops, barber shops, 
esthetician studios and tanning salons. 
There has been an increasing trend in the 
public use of these faculties in recent years. 
In addition, there has been an increasing 
diversity of the services being offered, 
such as colonic cleansing, salt purification, 
detoxification through iorric baths, 
deprivation tarrks, micropigmentation, 
full body itrrmersion tubs, teeth whiterring 
and ear candling. Some individuals seek 
out services that lead to mutilation like 
branding and scarification. In 2012, 
there were 650 faculties with this range 


of services. One hundred percent were 
inspected with twenty-three percent 
requiring re-inspections 
Due to the diversity of services, the 
ottiine itrformation be on two sites: 
Niagara Itrfoltrk and Niagara IrrfoBeauty. 
Prior to the proposed latmch date in late 
April. An information booklet wUl be 
distributed to all operators outlirring the 
program as weU as references provided 
for information related to their particular 
practice. The program will be promoted to 
the pubUc prior to the orrline launch. These 
public irrformation sites were supported 
by more than 80% of citizens engaged in a 
public survey with the majority favouring 
orrline disclosure over other methods. 89% 
agreed that a disclosure system will assist 
the pubUc in making informed decisions, 
improve itrfection control and sarrltation 
standards, raise awareness of possible 
infections and reduce the number of 
bloodborne and other infections.

Plan could extend benefit to disabled people

Niagara Region’s $1.9 
million windfall from 
the province should go 
toward helping disabled 
people cover their hous¬ 
ing emergencies, staff have 
recommended. 

Regional council’s public 
health and community ser¬ 
vices committee will debate 
this week using the cash to 
bolster the Housing Stability 
Plan. 

That’s the one-year pro¬ 
gram council implemented 
last year to cover the 


Community Start-Up and 
Maintenance Benefit, which 
was lost when the province 
gave the Region back half 
the funding in a more flex¬ 
ible format. 

The plan covered Ontario 
Works clients, but left 
people who are disabled 
exposed. 

“We targeted people on 
Ontario Works with the 
Housing Stability Plan 
largely because we didn’t 
have the money to do every¬ 
one else," said community 
services commissioner 
Katherine Chislett, adding 
the grant changes that. 



And, she said, it means the 
depth of the funding cut the 
Region suffered for 2013 has 
been reduced to 21%. That’s 
an improvement on the 52% 
cut originally received, which 
was itself a correction from 
an 88% cut 

The province said the 
new funding model — the 


Prevention Initiative — is 
more flexible and will help 
cities meet their specific 


Chislett said the Region 
hopes to maximize its use 
of those dollars. She said if 
council approves the use 
of the grant, 20,000 mote 
people vrill be covered. 

“We want to go as far as 
we can, maybe a little over, 
to ensure we’re doing every¬ 
thing possible,” she said. 

She said the housing plan 
has thus far largely mitigated 
the impact of the CSUMB’s 
loss. The benefit is used to 
cover emergency housing
